Dozen Others Injured at Paines- 
ville, 0.— Victims Returning 
From Dance.

Express Crashes Into Maehins and 
Hurls It Across Rails in Front of 
Another Speeding Train-Gas Tank 
Explodes and Fires Wreckage. 

Cleveland. March 6.— Fourteen 
panons were killed and a doaoi otb- 

en injured late at nlglit when a New 
Tork Central express train, eastbound, 
crashtMl into a crowded motorbus at 
the St. Clair street crossing in Paines- 
viUe, 25 miles east of dcfveland. 

Dead and dying were hurled along 
the railroad right of way for several 
huQdred feet and bodies of three of 
the victims were on the locomotive 
pilot wbsa the train was bwwght from 
Its sixty-mlle-an-honr speed to a halt, 
400 yards from the scene of the col- 
lision. 

A few seconds after the first col- 
lision, wcBttoand tnlB Mo. apeeUng 
for Chicago, crashed Into the wreck- 
age of the bus, which, with some of 
the at'iiii and Inlnred. was thrawa In- 
to its path. 

The motor bos, owned by the Par- 
rish Tnick company of Fairport, had 
just left its stand at Main and St. 
Clair streets. PalresviUe. for its last 
trip of the night. Many of the pas- 
■ensera were retomlnc tnm a lodge 
meeting. Others WMw iMMMirard 
bonnd from a dance. 

Tlie driver of the bus was amonc 
those killed. As the antomobile moved 
onto the six-track croasing from the 
shadow of bnlldings, obscuring the 
view at the edge of the tracka, the 
express train waS «Bly ■ few h — dr ed 
feet away. 

None Had Thna ta Jump. 
The train, wfekh liakes no stop at 
Palneaville, waa moviiig at twrific 
speed. Women passengers of tta bns 

screamed, but none had time to Jump 
out before the engine splintered and 
shattered the antomobile. 

Frank Vandis of Bolfaao. the engi- 
neer, had slamned on tte emer g ency 
brakes, but the train went onward, 
carrying debris on the engine front 
until its momentum could be halted.

Flume, March & — The conuniUee of 
national defenae procMmed the anal 

overthrow of the provisional govern- 
ment under I'resident Zanella and the 
constituent assembly. The govern 
ment capitulated after fleroe fitting. 

The committee, npon aanming power, 
asked the Italian ;;overnment to send 
a representative to administer the gov- 
ernment of tta city vntB ^pM la re- 
stored. 

Rome dispatchea dec lar e d ttat Pres- 
ident Zanella and his followers had 
fled to Buccari, near Flume, after is- 
uslng a declaration transferring the 
authority to the national committee 
of defense. The capitntetkNi foOawed 
an attack on the government palace 
by Fascistl, who fired 20 cannon shots 
Into the MMbw. 

Rome Raaatta Battle. 

Rome, March The council of 
ministers (iiscussed at length the crisis 
in Fiume, which has complicated the 
abready dMMt mmtUm caafMating 
the new cablneL 

The attitude of President aanella, 
who has been forced to hand over the 
government to the national conunittee 
of deftaae, doea not appear qnlte dear 
here. Shortly after he aanaad pawer. 
In October last, he came to Home and 
obtained a loan of 20,000,000 lire. He 
then expressed a great belief in the 
Italian aaplraHons in Flume, but upon 
bis return to that place almost Im- 
mediately incurred the enmity of the 
Italian element. 

Since early Friday forces of Fas- 
datl, laalaaMinn aM republicans have 
been la paaMaalon of the dty. They 
captured the posts and telegraphs, and 
before their advance the police organ- 
ized by Zanella retired to the govern- 
Bient palace. The government forces 
had as their first line of defense a 
wall inclosing the small park In which 
the palace stands. They were soon 
obliged to retire inside the building, 
ahella ^^raaii Pnina^ 

Zanella's forces placed machine guns 
on the roof of the palace, which for 
some time cMied the ptegreaa of 
their assailants. Deputy Otoata, lead- 
er of the Fascisti, then captured an 
armored motorboat, belonging to the 
Italian navy, in the neighboring Bay 
of Ahhasla, and widi Its guns opened 
fire against the palace. Thirty 75-mil- 
limeter shells were thrown into the 
building, doing considerable dr.magc 

Itallan twpedo boats in Fiume bar 
bor captured the aMtorboat, but the 
latter was again seized by the Fascisti. 
who resumed their bombardment of 
the palace. The defendara ttaa hoist- 
ed a white flag. 

The report that Zvtella fled from 
the city is denied. According to latest 
reports he was still inside the place, 
in the same rtwra in which Gabriele 
d-Annunzio was slightly wounded by 
the like of the tnx^ sent against him 
by former r»remler Qlolitti in 1920. 

President Ahdicates. 
Zanella has idcnad a statement 
agreeing to retire forever from public 
life in F'lume, and renouncing any 

aspiration <>f a political character. 

The committee of national defense 
has invited the Italian government to 
asstime the administration of the city. 

Tlie Zanella i)olIce force escaped to 
tlio iioi,i:!iborli..i.(l villniro of Grenov.i 
where, according to reports, it is en- 
rolling Croats for an attempt to recap- 
ture Flume. 

The fascisti and legonairies are re- 
n;;i: iiiz under arms and have formed 
a national guard of honor so as to 
be ready fmr an attack. 

One account places the losses of the 
Zanella forces at three killed and fifty 
woonded. 

Call for D'Annunzio. 

Former legionnaires rrom Fiuiiie. 
led by Captain Pi.la/.zoli, have tele- 
graphed Gabrielle d'Aimunzio to come 
to Rome Sunday to participate in a 
procession. Tbo procession will raarcii 
to the tomi) of Italy's unknown sol 
dier, where the annexation of Fi^ml^ 
to Italy is to be prodalmed by tii. 
demonstrators. Presidsnt Zanella and 
his followers have Bed to Baccnrl. 
near Fiume. 

Accounts received here >;ay that thf 
Zanella police attempted a sortie from 
the palace; but were r e pnis ed after a 
sharp flght. Th palace then was be- 
sieged. A lieutenant of carabineers 
was killed ami many on botli sides 
were wounde<l. The revolutionists 
tried to bombanl the palace from an 
armored boat, bat were prevente«l 
from doing so tiy an Italian torpedo 
boat. 

The Italian destroyer lUrabello Is 
expected tn arrive shortly at Flume 
from Pola with landing troops.
